2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Though the prior art 
indicates numerous aspects of the present invention, art was not found which disclosed locks 
preventing adjustment of the fluid receiving chamber, together in combination with the other 
claimed features of the applicant's invention. 

Claims 8 and 1 1 invoke 1 12, 6 th paragraph with respect to "lacking means for preventing 
fluid reception chamber adjustment", this limitation is implicitly described on page 33, lines 18- 
23, and page 34, lines 1-6 of the specification as being peripherally continuous or interrupted 
with common or different lengths/heights protrusions.
